PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  (11  and  12  Vict,  Cap.  63). 


Report  to  the  General  Board  of  Health  on  a  further  Inquiry  as 
to  the  Boundaries  which  may  be  most  advantageously  adopted  for 
the  Parish  of  Burslem,  in  the  County  of  Stafford,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Public  Health  Act.  By  William  Lee,  Esq., 
Superintending  Inspector.

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

Having  during  the  past  year  made  a  preliminary  in- 
quiry with  a  view  to  the  application  of  the  Public  Health  Act 
to  the  parish  of  Burslem  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  and  having 
reported  in  writing  to  you  upon  the  matters  in  respect  of  which 
I  had  been  directed  to  inquire,  and  it  appearing  to  you  from 
the  statements  contained  in  such  Report,  that,  in  case  the  said 
Act  should  be  applied  to  the  said  parish  of  Burslem,  the 
boundaries  which  may  be  most  advantageously  adopted  for  the 
purposes  of  the  said  Act  are  not  the  same  as  those  of  the  said 
parish,  and  that  for  such  purposes  it  would  be  proper  to  exclude 
from  the  said  parish  of  Burslem  such  portions  of  the  said  parish 
as  lie  beyond  the  line  marked  red  on  the  map  accompan3dng 
the  said  Report,  namely — the  whole  of  the  Lordship  of  Abbey 
Hulton ;  and  your  Honourable  Board,  in  further  pursuance  of 
the  said  Act,  having  directed  me  to  visit  the  parts  within  the 
boundaries  proposed  by  the  said  Report  to  be  adopted  for  the 
purposes  of  the  said  Act,  and  to  hear  all  persons  desirous  of 
being  heard  before  me  upon  the  subject  of  the  said  Report ;— it 
is  my  duty  to  state  that  having  given  the  notice  required  by 
the  Public  Health  Act,  I  proceeded  with  such  further  inquiry 
on  this  day  at  12  o'clock  at  noon  in  the  Town  Hall  of  Burslem 

Mr.  Samuel  Wooton  proved  that  the  notices  of  the  inquiry 
had  been  duly  affixed,  after  which  I  heard  all  persons  desirous 
of  being  heard  before  me  on  the  subject  of  the  said  Report. 

Mr.  Challinor,  solicitor,  again  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  me- 
morialists of  Rushton  Grange,  and  said,  that  the  ville  would 
not  be  sufficiently  represented  in  the  Local  Board  of  Health 
as  the  Report  now  stood.  I  refer  the  Board  to  the  memorial' 
presented  at  the  former  inquiry.  '

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As  the  result  of  this  further  inquiry  I  have  to  confirm  all 
the  conclusions  and  recommendations  contained  in  the  said 
Report,  and  to  add  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  of 
Burslem,  the  hamlet  of  Sneyd,  and  the  ville  of  Rushton 
Grange,  included  within  the  district  recommended  in  suchTl 
port,  appear  anxious  for  the  application  of  the  Public  Hcdth 
Act,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.
